the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

Applicants provisionally elected Invention I (Claims 1-24, 31-34; See Section 4 of the 
Office Action dated 8/17/05) for examination. However, in provisionally electing 
Invention I, Applicants failed to make an additional election to either of Inventions IA or 
IB (See Section 9 of the Office Action dated 8/17/05). 

With regard to the disposition of Claims 1,15-17, 31-34, Sections 14-15 of the Office 
Action dated 8/17/05 specifically states that Claim 1 links Inventions IA and IB, that 
Claims 15-17 will be examined only if Invention IA is elected, and that Claims 31-34 will 
examined only if Invention IB is elected. 

Applicants should also be aware of the additional species requirement in Section 16 of 
the Office Action dated 8/17/05 should Applicants provisionally elect Invention IA.
